OF THE 


. SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


OF THE TOWN OF GRANTHAM. 


The School Committee presents the following report of the 
condition of the schools for the school year 1881-82: 


‘DISTRICT NO. 1. 


_ Rufus Hall, Prudential Committee. Summer term taught 
by Miss Ella McDaniel, of Springfield. The school was notin 
avery flourishing condition when Miss McDaniel first began 
her labors as teacher in this district. This was owing, perhaps, 
to the fact that there were but thirteen weeks of school during 
the preceding year, so that it was not surprising that the school 
was in the condition in which this teacher found it. Miss McD. 
succeeded in getting the scholars interested in their studies, 
consequently they made a good degree of advancement. 


Fall and Winter schools taught by same teacher. Both 
terms were very profitable to the district. The scholars re- 
ceived the benefit of Miss McDaniels’ long experience as a 
teacher, and under her improved methods of instruction, they 
were enabled to make quite rapid progress. Considerable at- 
tention was given to Written Spelling, an exercise which has 
been too much neglected in our common schools. Many of the 
pupils received high marks for their proficiency in this branch.

The scholars were unanimous in their appreciation of the kind 
endeavors of their teacher, and the parents, as well as your 
Committee, were highly pleased with the condition of the school, 
which has been decidedly improved and brought to a higher 
standard. 


DISTRICT ‘NO. 2. 


Oliver Nichols, Prudential Committee. Two terms of 
school in this district, tanght by Mrs. Susan G. Stocker. Mrs. 
S. gave general satisfaction, teaching with her usual good” 
success. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


William H. Miller, Prudential Committee. First term, 
taught by Miss Florence A. Eaton of Grafton. This school 
was conducted by a very practical teacher. Some of her meth- 
ods of discipline were quite effective and unique. Miss Eaton 
taught a good school, and was much esteemed by the citizens 
of the district. 

Winter term taught by Newell W. Bean. Good work was 
accomplished ia this school. The pupils, after they became 
interested in their studies, worked with a will and made good 
improvement. The school was under thorough discipline. At 
the close of the term the examination was quite rigid, but the 
scholars gave evidence of having been thoroughly drilled. The 
master said in favor of the school, that there had been no par- 
rot talk in the examination, also that there had been no special 
preparation for the examination. This teacher is opposed to 
such examinations, preferring to have pupils answer questions 
by the aid of their own brains. We found a fine class in book- 
keeping. The progress in nearly all the branches was com- 
mendable. Mr. Bean is a young man of scholarly habits, and 
knows how to conduct a good school. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Henry H. Currier, Prudential Committee. But one term 
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of school in this district, taught by Miss Betsey A. Stevens. 
The school opened well, with a small number of scholars. 
Your.Committee was unable to be present at the close of the 
term, but from all reports, we judge the school was a success. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


’ Fred 8. Currier, Prudential Committee. Fall term taught 
by Miss Bertha M. Cooper, of Croydon. But few scholars in 
this school, consequently those in attendance had good advan- 
tages. Miss Cooper used the time faithfully, and the examina: 
tion was satisfactory. 


; DISTRICT NO. 6. 
C. C. Thornton, Prudential Committee. Fall term taught 
by Miss Rosette A. Rowell of Newport. This was Miss Row- 


ell’s first attempt at teaching. Considering her inexperience, 
she taught a good school and gave satisfaction so far as known. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


- Newton Clough, Prudential Committee. Summer term 
taught by Miss Ina E. Bartlett, of George’s Mills. The school 
was very well managed by Miss Bartlett and in good working 
condition when visited by your Committee. This lady gives 
evidence of making a very successful teacher. 

Winter term taught by Clarence B. Cheney of Newbury. 
Although this was Mr. Cheney’s first term of teaching, it was 
a splendid success. At the closing examination he conducted 
the exercises in a manner highly creditable to himself, as well 
as those whom he served. 

Robinson’s Arithmetics have been introduced into most of 
the schools, and are meeting with a warm reception. We think 
there is no desire to change back to Greenleaf’s. 

There are three different Grammars in use in the schools of 
this town, making a large number of classes, and a consequent 
misappropriation of the teacher’s time. ‘There should. be a 
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change to one good author, and in our opinion, ‘Swinton” is an 
author who is rapidly taking a front rank as a grammarian. 
We are aware that ‘ta change of text-books” is a subject which 
is looked upon with no little degree of concern, by those who 
are called upon to make frequent changes of school books, but 
parents should look to their children’s well-fare, and second any 
and every movement whereby they are to be permanently ben- 
efitted. We live in an age of progression, and there are im- 
provements in text-books as well as in methods of instruction, | 
and every child should have the benefit of these improvements. 
There should be uniformity of school books throughout the 
State, and legislation is necessary for that purpose.
